Eng'snd A l r e a d y Is Planning en De­ 


mobilization of A^my and Secur- 
Irg Employment for Men. 


England already is considering tin 
gre; * problem of the d< mobilization of 
her army. This phase ftf the tv ar prob­ 
lem comes under the supervision of 
the department of labor, and recently, 
according to Kansas City Star, G. IT. 
Roberts, secretary of that department. 
assured an audience of workingmen 
that p l a n s already are well underway. 
Hi 
fait. 
the department 
has bern 
• ailed upon to place 62.000 rnen. inva­ 
lided home from the army, in ern- 
ployment, and has succeeded without 
much difficulty. 
At the close of the war all soldiers 
will be allowed a month’s vacation at 
full pay, during which time they will 
be expected to make some effort to 
find employment for themselves. 
At 
the end of that time the government 
will undertake the task for those who 
have failed.

Red Star Is Doing Great Work 
at Front. 


Organization Aims to Dc for the Hora# 
What Red Cross Does 
for Man. 


Albany, X. r.—Everybody knows 
about the work boing dune by the Hod 
Cross, but not so many are familiar 
with the lied Star, another relief or- 
Jganizalion that has been brought into 
existence by the war. 
The Red Star 
aims t<^ do for horses what the Red 
Cross is doing for men, women and 
.children—lighters and civilians who 
are feeling the effects of war. 
The American Red Star Animal Re­ 
lief, which is the official title of the 
Red Star, was organized some time ago 
at the request of tile secretary of war 
.by American Humane association. Dr. 
William 0. Stillman, for IU years pres­ 
ident of the latter organization, is di­ 
rector general of the Red Star. 
The 
national headquarters is at Albany. 
The American Red Star proposes to 
follow the lead of the Royal Society 
for the Prevention of Cruelty to Ani­ 
mala of England, which has hospitals 
behind the battle lines, equipped to 
care for IU.boo horses and has suc­ 
ceeded in curing S4 per cent of the 
animals which were turned over to its 
care by the British veterinary corps. 
Before lids relief work was started, 
horses injured in battle were shot .'if 
once. now they are given surgical aid 
and returned to the front when cured. 
It is estimated that the work of this 
British society has saved the British 
government $.‘10,000,000 in horse flesh. 
It is estimated that of the 4,000,000 
horses on the battlefield of Europe, 
more than a million and a half tire 
from this country. 
These were ob­ 
tained largely before the United States 
loitered the war. when buyers for for­ 
eign governments combed this country 
for animals. The horse still plays an 
important part in modern warfare, in 
Agate of the growing use of motor­ 
trucks, tis there are many places 
where trucks cannot he used. 
In this connection. Ernest I. White, 
acting president of the New York State 
Breeders’ association, has issued an ap­ 
peal to farmers and horsemen all over 
the country to devote part of their at­ 
tention to the breeding of horses suit­ 
able to army use, as their share in 
aiding the government in the war.

How the Surgeon Uses a Periscope For 
Looking Into a M an’s Stomach. 


of that organ before deciding whether 
it is necessary to perform an operation 
or not. 
To see the inside of the 
stomach he makes use of a miniature 
periscope, similar in everything but 
size to that through which the com­ 
mander of a submarine gets his bear­ 
ings. 
This 
instrument in its perfected 
form is described and illustrated by 
the Electrical Experimenter. 
It is a 
metal tube of small caliber containing 
an arrangement of mirrors and lenses 
and having a small electric light at 
the end. 
This is pushed down the 
throat of the patient.. The light is 
turned on and the Instillment is moved 
about until every part of the inner 
surface has been examined. 
The mirrors and lighting arrange 
ment leave enough space in the tube 
for fine scalpels and forceps and scis­ 
sors to be passed down through it 
Thus the surgeon is able sometimes to 
perform delicate operations through 
the tubb and without cutting into the 
petlcr*’" ; domen. 
To the outer end 
the instrument rubber bulbs are at 
tacked, and these are used for vari­ 
ous purposes according to the needs 
of the case.

British Arsenal at Woolwich Is 
-Immense Plant. 


Mlftfifbono of War Being Turned Out 
(i 
In Enormous Quantities to Supply 
Forces Engaged ^F rance 
and Turkey.

‘ 
When “Good Queen Bess,” In 1585, 
decided to establish a store of arms 
a n i armor at the old Tower houses, a 
mansion in Woolwich Warren, adjoin- 
ini the then boggy and unhealthy 
marshes 
of 
Plumstead, 
she 
little 
thought that by so doing she was 
founding Britain's greatest arsenal, 
which 330 years later would he giving 
employment to 30,000 men. ^earning 
more than $500,000 a week for making 
munitions of war for the greatest con­ 
f i t the world has ever seen. 
That small armory at the Tower 
house, however, was the origin of the 
Woolwich arsenal of today, which rov­ 
ers 600 acres, and where guns of all 
sizes, every form of military wagon, 
shot, shell, torpedoes, cartridges, bul­ 
lets, war signals, life-saving rockets, 
and high explosives are manufactured. 
Even in the bygone days, however. 
Woolwich figured largely in military 
history. 
It was Prince Rupert who 
protected the Warren with batteries 
in Charles IPs reign, and other forti­ 
fications, which have now disappeared, 
were added by that king's successor. 
The Dutch several times threatened 
th e dockyards at Woolwich and at 
Chatam. while at the end of the sev­ 
enteenth century two drench priva­ 
teers were captured off Woolwich. 
It is obvious that the secrets of the 
arsenal are most jealously guarded, 
particularly at the present time. 
In­ 
deed, the government, since the war 
broke out, has adopted the precaution 
of recalling all text-books about the 


y 
arsenal, although in peace times, when 
the average number of men employed 
there is about 14,000. visitors of Brit­ 
ish 
nationality, 
desirous of seeing 
the arsenal, may do so by obtaining 
an order from the war office. 
It might he mentioned, 
however. 
that among the most effective guns 
manufactured at 
Woolwich are the 
famous six-iiifh howitzers of which 
the French speak so highly, while one 
r f the latest time-saving ideas is to 
dip military wagons bodily in huge 
tanks of paint and hang them up to 
dry. 
Woolwich arsenal is really divided 
into three great departments, called 
respectively the Royal Gun factories, 
the Royal Carriage department and 
tho Royal laboratory. 
It is in the lat­ 
te r that every’ kind of experiment is 
made with explosives, and where of 
firers and soldiers learn their use and 
JffTWliveness, while in the gun far 
tories, which are filled with machinery 
of the best m d most modem kind 
guns of all sizes are manufactured for 
the army and tested over the exten­ 
sive practice ranges which were for­ 
merly the Plumstead marshes 
Apart from the actual workshops, 
there are various important military 
establishments at Woolwich. 
There 
is the Artillery college, for instance, 
which gives special training to offi 
cera of the Royal Artillery in ordfr 
to fit them for appointments in the 
manufacturing 
departments 
of 
the 
arsenal. 
Then there is the Royal 
Military academy, the oldest military 
school in the kingdom 
where mer; 
destined for the Royal Artillery or 
Royal Engineers begin their training 
The Royal dockyards at Woolwich 
was closed nearly fifty years ago. but 
it continues to be used as a military 
store depot, and it is interesting to 
note that it was the first, and for very 
long the principal, dockyard in the 
^.fngdom. 
The Great Harry was built 
there in 1562, the Royal George in 
1751, the Galatea in 1859. and mors 
than 200 other ships. And the curious 
may spend many an interesting hour 
In the Rotunda museum, which con­ 
tains the finest collection of military 
antiquities and models in the world.

At the first onslaught of the Huns, 
before the French were able to with­ 
stand their invasion, the Kaiser se­ 
cured a goodly section #f France.

The machine looks like a cross between 
fishing tackle and a pile driver. 
The 
Worker threads It through the arm and 
carrier on to the threader. 
The body 
of the machine Is a circle of needles 
bent shahs ends like crochet hooks. 
Sweaters also ar# mafia on the sock 
machine, the strips sewed together and 
the ribbing at top and bottom knitted 
on by hand. 
Besides the machines In the Red 
Cross 
workrooms 
there 
are 
many 
owned by private individuals or groups 
who work at home and donate the re­ 
sults to the Rud C^ose. 
In a family 
hotel, for instance, four or five women 
can club together and buy a machine.
